Washington, May 3—The United 
States will send 3000 ambulances anil 
7700 doctors and drivers to 
France, 
the Council of National Defense 
an­ 
nounced here to-day. 
The first unit of twenty taro ambu­ 
lances and military men will leave 
within three weeks, and will be ready 
for immediate duty upon arriving on 
French soil. 
Special efforts will be made Lo safe­ 
guard the passage of these units as 
one after the other is conveyed on 
special ships through the nest of sub­ 
marines now infesting many parts of 
the Atlantic Ocean. It is probable that 
the shills taking the ambulance corps 
I ne will be convoyed in the most danger­ 
ous parts of their journey.
